Amigos, 

Some time ago (before the surgery &c) I was off on a series of 
experiments in building a QRO version of the Z-match that everyone has 
experimented with, bought, built, modified, rebuilt & fixed up on their 


own. 


For those who were in on that, I've come to a sort of zero condition. 


I've built the K2 & have used it and the miniature home-brew version of 
the Z-match at the beach. I've come home from the beach and replaced the 
LED tuning indicator with a miniature meter (diodes ain't near as bright 
as sun light on the beach & it makes tuning up a real adventure in 
squinting into the shadow cast by a hand shading the front of the ATU). 


So now that I have #6 material in the coil, at least on the miniature QRP 
version of the Z-match, I can report that . 


I wound 18 turns, 7-4-7 on the toroid (a T-130-6 Amidon form) with taps 
between the 4 turn points. I wound 5 turns over the 4 turns, which 5 
turns go to the antenna tuner output. The input is a series 500 pf 
variable on the top of the middle turns, at turn 11. A dual 500 pf cap, 
split stator, goes one leg to the top of the coil (turn 18) and one at 
the lower tap (turn 7) with the bottom of the coil grounded. 


So far, with this set up & the turns set just right (I used probably #18 
enamel wire for both windings), I can tune almost completely from 3.5 to 
30 MHz. I say "almost" ‘cause I run out of capacitance around 3.508 MHz. 


You may remember that I used #6 material because someone else had 
recommended using that stuff in a Z-match tuner & it sounded logical 
enough to me at the time. So that much does work. And, even though I have 
no means of proving it, I think the tuner tunes more easily with this 
stuff than with the usual #2 material. 


So that's the deal at present. Once I get over the new toy (running the 
K2 all over the bands & trying out all the functions), I'll get back to 
the original QRO Z-match question & start that all over again. 


But at least now I have some honker forms to play with, once the new 
wears off.

But even the Wullenweber is dwarfed by the arrays used by HF OTH 

radar systems. They have separate xmit and receive sites, each with 
three antenna arrays (3 sixty degree segments). Each array is an 
array of vertical dipoles a hundred yards long backep up by a reflector 
screen and a ground mat in front that extends for several hundred yards 
and is flat to less than an inch! They x*xneed8 that kind of array 

to receive a radar return that is refelcted off the ionosphere. 


QRP connection? Just imagine what you could do with an antenna array 
like that featuring a gain of 20+ dB anywhere on hf! And that's both 


transmit and receive...

When Dave Benson, NN1G, http://www.smallwonderlabs.com/ 
came out with the new DSW-40, DSW-30, and DSW-20 I was 
one of the lucky ones to build the DSW-40. 


As soon as I had the DSW-40 running I immediately sent 
Dave the money for the DSW-30 as 30 meters is one of 

my favorite all time QRP bands. He was doing 20 meters 
after 40 and then later the 30 meter version. I can 
wait. 


Well, at Tuthill Dave had the unit for me along with 
the case. I also bought a DSW-20 since it was there 


on the table and calling out my name..... :-) 


Got both up and running first time with only a minor 


inconvience on fitting the board inside the case, but 
more on that later. About 4 hrs each to build, 

but don't rush it. Take your time. I did all 

three without errors and no missing parts, so 

Dave is doing a great job on doing this. The 
instructions are first class. Just follow the 

yellow brick road and you'll do just fine. 

The 30 meter did have 47pF as per parts list but 
schematic had 20pF so I substituted and it did 

work just fine. 


On the toroid transformer I found it easier for 
me to wind the entire transformer then install. 
Mileage may vary. You have to wind the secondary 
Winding in 'reverse' like the NC20. 


During the "Doctor is In" talk at Tuthill, Mr Doug 
Hendricks, KI6DS, nailed me in front of the group 
with the question that everyone dies to ask me in 
private. "What is the best rig." I came back with 
the answer any that I build that work. :-) But 
with the Elmer101 Series book from Paul Harden, NASN, 
and the SW-40+ the beginner winds up with a rig that 
he/she can learn from and also enjoy on the air. 
After that they have many choices and the DSW-XX 
series is one of my personal favorites. 


The DSW-XX series is rapidly becoming a favorite day 

to day use rig. At $125 with case you get everything 
but the paddle, battery, and antenna in one case. 

See the SWL web page for list of features as there are many. 
Also I enjoy the RIT that allows me to move ANY distance 
from the transmitting frequency to listen. And all 

the rigs tune the entire band and then some. On the 
DSW-30 I can even tune down to WWV without any trouble 
other than the large number of turns at about 6KHz per 
turn. I wrote a review on the DSW-40, so I won't repeat 
that info and will put it on the web page later tonight 
and fix all the broken links... Changing the call was 
just a start. :-) 


Just some additional info on the DSW-XxX. 
Price: $90 without case and $125 with the case. 
Bands now available: 40, 30, and 20 meters

I worked two states and stations on 30 meters a short time 
ago using the DSW-30 at 1W (detuned down from about 1.5W). 
I use a 1.8AHr battery weighing in at 17.80z and just about 
the size of the case in length. Using the Square Brass 
Racer prototype at 34.40z or the Hensley paddle at 43.50z. 
We are now at the point where the batteries and paddles are 
the major weight factors. Contrary what others will do I 
refuse to give up quality on the paddles to lighten the 
load. I will carry the Bencher or Brass Racer in the car 
and luggage to work in the field..... ;-) I have witnesses 
at Tuthill what happens when Chuck Adams using anything

I run the 40 and 30 meter rigs with audio just barely turned up. 

The 20 meter is also a good receiver but more audio gain required 
(almost 75%) but this is to be expected. I can hear the atmospheric 
noise in all three so I can work the weak signals. I'll let NASN 

or others measure sensitivity. I think KI6DS got the ARRL to do 

the DSW-40 in the labs and he'll report when he gets home. 


The case was about 20 mils too narrow and sandpaper on the 

PC board fixed the issue. Don't know how others are doing on 
the case but do be careful and don't force fit anything. 

I think the ends will be flush in a later version, but don't 
quote me on that. See the pics on the web in a few days. 


OK, 2 down and 48 to go. 30 days and 30 states on 30 meters.

I found that if you only have two tools in your tool box, 
one should be the MFJ-259 analyzer (or equivalent). 

Since the Ham Stick is a resonant antenna and 

therefore by nature ; > ( 

...haS a very narrow bandwidth... 

and changing Ham Stick configuration 

"moves" that narrow resonant bandwidth "a grunch". 


The Ham Stick configured as a vertical >dipole< worked best for me. 
I travel with mine (in an RV) and find that a vertical setup 

suits my site requirements better (and omni-directional). 

Assemble the dipole then slide the "cold side" into a ten foot 


section of 1/2 or 3/4 inch PVC for support and viola a vertical dipole... 


*xAND* no ground plane or radials required... 
Want more height? Just add another section of PVC.

One product that I know about and use is made by Thomas & Betts.... 

it's called "Koppr-Cote", a silicon-based grease in a presurrized can 
(don't hold over the "trigger" very long!) that has a sort of silicon-based 
lubricant that's heavily loaded with ultra-fine (almost molecular) 
particles 

of copper. 


This stuff is used on high-current d.c. buss bars in telephone central 
office battery plants, and with age, it turns dark in color, but doesn't 
lose 

it's conductivity. Being silicon-based, it doesn't dry up or melt in high 
temperature environments. I use it on all my mobile antenna connections 
to ensure low-resistivity connections between "quick disconnect" joints, 
mast screw threads, et cetera. 


Butternut used to sell a product that was called "It Ain't Applebutter" 
(or something like that) for use in their vertical antenna mast joints.... 
now 

that Bencher has acquired the assets of Butternut, maybe they still have 
it available. 


A further alternative is a product called "No-Ox".... also used on 
high-current 


battery plants to provide low-resistance, long-term connections. Again, it 
doesn't melt easily, nor does it dry out over time. 


If you are REALLY desperate, let me know and send me your mailing address. 
I'll send you a big "glob" of Koppr-Cote" in a plastic salve bottle that

I had planned to mount a bugcatcher on my ladder with a 

4 or 5 band tuned radial attached to the ground side. I do 

not plan any operations in motion, only after parked. 

I do have a spare AP8 vertical antenna which I may also use 
which can be supported on the ladder or with a tripod mount 

set up after parking. A friend used to take his travel trailer 
out and he had a HyGain 18avq on a swivel mount so that after he 
parked, just unbolted the section at the front and the swivel 
which was mounted at the rear, swung the antenna into its upright 
position. He used it without any radials and it worked 
surprisingly 

well. A system I had seen many years ago was a cargo carrier 
mounted on the top of the travel trailer - the two bar type 
similar to the ski carriers, and on one was mounted a small 
rotator which when activated, rotated the vertical to the 
upright position. And in the QST for March 1969 is an article 
by Phil Rand W1DBM showing several antenna suggestions for 
travel trailers (and for motorhomes- he had an Airstream). 

One was a base fed vertical on the rear bumper, about 13 

or so feet high, then a single wire(30 ft +/-) from the top of 
that across to a similar mast on the front hitch -or bumper. 
Insulated at both ends to make a end fed semi loop. Should 

be more efficient than either the mobile antenna or a vertical 
with limited radial systems. I like the semi-loop as it is 

all selfcontained and not much chance of neighbors, kids, dogs 
etc getting snared. Food for thought.

The first thing I did with my ZM-2 panel markign sheet was to photocopy it! 
It is currently printed on a sticky-backed label. 


The I got some of the clear adhesive backed "license protector" material 
and applied that to the front of the label to protect it. You can get this 
stuff at statioanry stores for a buck or so per 8-1/2x11 inch sheet. 


To mark the panel, I temporarily taped the "encapsulated label" to the panel 
(without removing the label "backing), using the label as a template to 


centerpuch hole locations. 
Then I untaped the label and machined the panel as needed. 


Next I scribed holes with an Exacto (tm)in the label to clear the control, 
connectors, etc. 


Finally I removed the label backing to expose the stick surface and carefully 
glued it in place and mounted the panel compoents and hardware. The 
"protected" label has held up quite well to several years of use including a 
number of portable outdoor operations.

I have just performed some initial testing on the 2N22/40 rig and the 
receiver appears to be functioning OK with my rig as a generator. Haven't 
heard any signals as the band is quite dead this morning in California. 


I would suggest that when building any kit or project that each component 
is checked for the proper value using an ohmmeter or inductance/cap 
tester before you install it. It helps to eliminate color code mistakes 
and the effects of "old eyes." It also helps to find bad parts 

before they are installed which I encountered yesterday for the first 
time in many years. I was checking a 0.1 uf bypass and it measured 2 pf. 
A perfect open. Tossed it in the bin. Glad I didn't have to find what was 
wrong the hard way.

>UK = UTC + 1 (daylight saving is one hour earlier than natural) 
Only during the summer! 


We put the clocks on an hour during March, and put them back to GMT/UTC 
again in October. 


To remember this over here, there is a saying - Spring Forwards, Fall Backwards. 


There are proposals to have double summer time (forwards by two hours) and 
other proposals to keep to GMT/UTC +1 all year round. But as yet the UK 
keeps to the 'move forwards in spring, return to GMT/UTC in Autumn' system. 


The date on which the clocks go forward and back in the UK is decided each 
year by Parliament. So, you can't always predict which day it will be, but 
it's usually the last full weekend in March and last full weekend in 
October. So this year we were a week ahead of USA daylight saving 
(According to my diary, USA and Canada went to daylight saving on 4th April) 
but will return to GMT/UTC on the same day as daylight saving ends in USA 
and Canada in October.

Gang, 
A MAJOR GEOMAGNETIC STORM began about 20QQUTC today (30 July). 
The K-index is currently 6 ... a major geomagnetic storm, and is 


expected to persist over the next 24 hours. 


This is the result of the shock wave arriving today from an M-class 
flare on 28 July located near the center of the sun. Additionally, 
there was a much stronger M5 flare yesterday, 29 July, that could 
trigger further geomagnetic storming late saturday or sunday if it's 
shock wave smacks into us also. The M5 flare is also in the center 

of the sun, but in the southern hemisphere, which means the shock wave 
could just skim us, or if the trajectory a bit more northward, could 
cause a more direct impact with the earth. Satellite data will 
determine the trajectory when the shock wave passes later tomorrow. 


The daily solar and geophysical report for today, Friday 30 July, has 
not yet been issued. If it says anything in addition to this, I will 
post it later. 


The good news is the solar flux is well above 200, making the higher 
bands fruitful, but the major geomagnetic storm will make conditions 
on 20M and below dismal at best for awhile. My little portable DX-100 
right now sounds pretty ugly :-( Your mileage may vary, but with a 
K-index of 6, not by much -hi.

Kite or no, I've always used a tuner with a chassis, so configurations 
are: 

1.) the "cold" end of the ant. link to ground, or, 

2.) centertap-tap on the ant. link to ground (if balanced), or, 

3.) a 100K to 1 meg resistor to ground. Make it mechanically robust. 


ALWAYS use a ground, even a shallow one... or YOU will be appointed HDP 
(Honorary Discharge Path) for the occasion. 

For some reason I've never had a serious static problem -even with over 
150' of vert. wire BUT I WILL NOT TEMPT FATE! Back in '54 I broke two 
teeth when I got whacked by DISTANT lightning while rushing to ground a 


long-wire. Ever since, I consider a free-end wire a real hazard at any 
time.
